bass, the planting of wild rice 
sloughs, were some of the subjects 
discussed at the meeting of the Bas- 
sano Fish & Game Protective Agsso- 
ciation last Monday evening. In 
these discussions it was shown how 
enthusiasts of the rod and gun would 
xreatly benefit in the greater number 
of fish and game birds if tentative 
plans are put into effect. 

It was a fairly well attended 
meeting, moré than twenty memberg 
being present.

Don H. Bark, of Brooks, attended 
the meeting and told of the results 
achieved by the Brooks Fish and 
Game Association in raising Chinese 
wheas... sc. 


The members showed considerable 
interest in the discussion concern- 
ing these birds. In 1929, when 
the association was formed, about 
seventy-five pheasant eggs were ob- 
tained for hatching. Only half the 
eggs hatched, and of this number 
only three birds reached a mature 
age. Inclement weather, weasels, 
cats, disease and the mother hens 
that hatched them caused the death 
of all the others. These birds were 
released, and have since been seen 
in the district. It is hoped to obtain 
more eggs and with the experience 
already gained it is believed a good 
per centage of birds can be raised. 

As a means of improving  condit- 
ions for the raising of wild ducks 
“rice be planted in a number ‘o' 
sloughs. This is said to provide an 
excellent feed for the birds. 

Concerning the stocking of the 
river back waters with trout and 
bass, it was reported that govern- 
ment officials deem this an excellent 
place for both these types of fish. 
The young fish can be obtained from 
the government hatcheries. 


A membership fee of one dollar 
is being charged by the association. 
About $40, a surplus from «previous 
years, is on hand, and with an ad- 
ditional sum from this. year’s mem- 
bership fees, the executive will have 
sufficient fupds to proceed with their 
plans of pheasant raising and fish 
stocking.

It is pointed out by the experts 
that the comparatively small country 
grist mill is unable to make the fine 
separations such as are made by the 
very large mills turning out the pat- 
ent flour. These coarse separations 
made by local grist mills, while usu- 
ally making a wholesome flour, yet 
result in a higher percentage of fat 
being retained in the flour than _ is 
the case.with patent, flours. This 
higher percentage of fat almost cer- 
tainly results, in hot weather, ina 
certain amount of rancidity, which 
again may unfit the flour for  con- 
sumption, the odor and taste becom- 
ing unpleasant. 


Under the circumstances. it would 
appear to the best advantage of the 
Canadian farmer and others who 
may wish their wheat to be ground 
into flour, rather to store the wheat 
instead of storing the flour, and 
have small amounts of wheat ground 
into flour from time to time, as their

Governments And The People 


In times like the present governments as well as individuals are hard | 
pressed to make ends meet and to secure the necessary revenues to carry on 


the public services. In some respects the problems which confront govern- 
ments at such a time are even more difficult than those which face the 
This, however, is something few people are prepared to admit. 
Inasmuch as government business is merely the business of all individual 
citizens, instead of one or two only, it is well that people generally should 
understand and so appreciate some of the difficulties which confront them in 
their collective capacity, federally and provincially, at the present time. 

The old fallacy still seems to stick in the minds of many people that 
governments can always find money; that if more is needed at any time, or 
in any emergency, it can easily be obtained; that there is, indeed, no bottom 
to the public purse, no limit to a government's borrowing powers. And this 
misconception on the part of so many people lies at the root of many of our 
taxation problems 

When “hard times” come upon us, crops fail, business slackens, unem- 
ployment ensues, prices fall below costs of production, products cannot be 
sold at any price, people turn to governments to help them out,—that is, if 
they would only realize it, they turn to themselves. But they seem to forget, | 
or conveniently ignore the fact that their own loss of earning, consuming, 
and tax paying power immediately reacts upon their governments, depriving 
them of the revenues so essential to meet the increased demands the people 


individual 


would place upon them. | 

Government revenues drop because, through unemployment or inability | 
to sell products at a profit, people are unable to pay taxes, and because, of | 
necessity, they must consume less and make fewer purchases other sources | 
of government income are dried up or greatly reduced. But it is at just) 
such times when governments are least able to spend money,—because they; 
have not got it, people demand that they spend more money than before and 
thus provide work; they demand direct cash grants in relief to tide them | 
over the hard times; in a word, they insist that governments shall help them 
out, ignoring the fact that collectively they are in the same position as they | 
are individually,—therefore, governments are in like difficulty to themselves. | 

Governments, of course, can borrow money,—up to a certain limit. But | 
every dollar borrowed mortgages the future. It must be repaid some time, | 
or, in the alternative, interest must be paid for all time to come. Once in-| 
terest payments are not made the source of future borrowings dries up. And | 
every dollar required to pay interest, is a dollar less available for current 
government requirements. | 

Examine the present situation. Revenues of Provincial governments 
throughout Canada are falling. They have less money to spend, and greater 
demands made upon them than ever before. From the Atlantic to the Pacific 
every Provincial Treasurer has the same story to tell, large deficits upon the 
year’s operations. They must secure larger revenues or enormously decrease 
expenditures. Such revenues can only be obtanied by increased taxation at a, 
time when people cannot pay present taxes; decreased expenditures, except 
in some minor details, are impossible because the people insist on larger | 
public expenditures, to offset the decline in private expenditures, and thus 
provide employment. 

The Dominion Government is in exactly the same position, falling 
revenues, increased expenditures, large deficits. The Dominion is, therefore, 
looking for new sources of revenue to make ends meet, and at the same time 
the Provinces are calling upon the Dominion to relinquish to them certain of 
its present sources of revenue; asking the Dominion to pay them larger cash 
subsidies; asking them to take over certain services and responsibilities 
hitherto borne by the Provinces. 

It is becoming increasingly necessary that “All” people should realize 
that whether a service is provided by the Dominion Government or by their 
Provincial Government; whether the taxes are levied and collected by ‘the 
Dominion, or the Province, or the municipality; whether the money is bor- 
rowed by one government or another, they, the people, must do the paying. 
They must pay now or later. The more they borrow now, the more they have 
mortgaged their future, the more they will have to pay later, the heavier the 
handicap they have placed on a quick and permanent return to better times. 

Bearing this fundamental, inescapable truth in mind, people will be well

Freight Rate Reduced On Shipments 
From Ranches To Feed Farms 


Railways have promised a 50 per 
cent. reduction in freight rates on 
cattle sent from ranches to feed 
farms, declared Hon. Robert Weir, 
Minister of Agriculture, in an inter- 
view at Winnipeg. The Minister said 
he had secured this promise from the 
railways. When feeding is finished 
the cattle will be shipped on the di- 
rect export rate from farms to the 
old country, he added. 

By this means, tolls for commis- 
sion and stockyard charges amount- 
ing to between $17 and $25 a car- 
load will be saved,” Mr. Weir said, 
the 50 per cent. reduction in the 
freight rates will effect a saving to 
cattlemen of $50 a carload. 

The Minister of Agriculture said 
that attempts had been going on 
for years to get the railways to 
agree to the layover on livestock 
extended from 24 hours to a maxi- 
mum of six months for feeding pur- 
poses. There were many practical 
difficulties in the way, however, and 
it was felt that the best way to solve 
the problem was by reducing the 
freight rates.

Rations By Parachute

out a very successful test of feeding 
an army from the air. A column of 
1,000 started out on a 150-mile march 
and all their rations were carried by 
air.

Thinks Russia Is In a Large Measure

Wheat Surplus Still Heavy 


May Reduce Carry-Over 

Washington, D.C.—Wheat surpluses 
available for export and carry-over 
in United States, Canada, Argentina 
and Australia—the four important 
non-European exporting countries—as 
at January 1 were estimated by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture to have been more than 100,000,- 
000 bushels in excess of those a year 
ago. 

At the same time, United States 
wheat available for export and carry- 
over was placed at 231,000,000 bush- 
els on January 1 as against 327,000,- 
000 bushels a year ago. 

Surpluses in the Danube Basin of 
Europe are somewhat larger than @ 
year ago. In addition the probability 
was expressed that Russia still has 
wheat for export. 

“However,” the report said, “poor 
quality of some of the foreign sup- 
plies, together with the low returns
